DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or 
described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country, before the 
invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or 
a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one 
year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-19 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being 
anticipated by Bidell et al . , U.S. Patent No. 6,593,442 
(hereinafter "Bidell"). Bidell teaches a polymer film 
comprising impact copolymer polypropylene have a water-vapor 
transmission rate. See Bidell, Abstract; col. 2, line 40 
through col. 4, line 57. Bidell also teaches the use on chalk 
fillers in polymer film. See Bidell, col. 9, lines 12-29. 

3. Claims 1-19 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Kobylivker et al, U.S. Patent No. 6,072,005 
(hereinafter "Kobylivker" ) . Kobylivker teaches a breathable 
film including an impact modified polyolefin matrix and a 
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particulate filler. See Kobylivker, col. 1, line 48 through 
col. 2, line 57. The film taught by Kobylivker also possesses 
water-vapor transmission rate of the present claims. See 
Kobylivker, col. 8, lines 24-63. 

4. Claims 1-19 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Nguyen et al . , U.S. Patent No. 6,037,417 
(hereinafter "Nguyen" ) . Nguyen teaches polypropylene 
compositions useful for making oriented film. See Nguyen, 
Abstract; col. 4, lines 2-44. Nguyen also teaches a moisture 
vapor transmission rate within the range of the claim invention. 
See Nguyen, Tables I and II.
